southern.Kansas to as far north as 
the vicinity of Sioux Falls, S. D., 
where a tornado struck the town of 
Hartford, wrecked the electric light 
plant and injured four persons. 


Messages reaching the Missouri 


Pacific Railroad offices said that the 
scope of the Kansas tornado was an 
area at least sixteen miles wide. The 
messages added that several houses 
in Claflin, Kas., fourteen miles from 
Eloisington, were demolished. 


Many buildings at Hoisington were 


swept into a heap of debris. The 
storm passed over the south part of 
the town, wrecking the water works 
and electric light plant. The town is 
in darkness and confusion reigns. 


According to reports which reach- 


ed the long-distance telephone office 
here before wire communication was ' 
broken off, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway station was de- 
molished and half the houses of the 
city were wrecked. Three large flour 
mills" and a number of grain eleva- 
tors were in the path of the storm. 


Nearly every house in Great Bend, 


it is reported, has been blown down.

"Duty-free 
imports 
comprised 


71.6 per cent of the total imports 
for September, 1915, and 61 per cent 
of those of September, 1914. Their 
increased percentage 
this year re- 


flects the marked growth in imports 
of factory materials, mostly on the 
free list." This is quoted from the 
advance statement of our September 
(trade, issued by the Department of 
Commerce. 


A great many other things are re- 


ffleeted in that paragraph. It also 
reflects the marked 
growth in im- 


ports of meat and dairy products, 
farm products generally, fish, etc., 
•which are coming in free of duty. 
But it does not reflect any decrease 
in the cost of living. The reason- why 
the average rate of duty on all im- 
ports for the past year hovers be- 
tween 11 and 12 per cent is reflect- 
ed therein, which, in turn 
reflects 


the reason for the fat deficit in the 
Treasury. It reflects the reason why 
the Administration 
would like to 


filch Republican plumage and restore 
sugar, wool, and other articles, to 
Republican rates, with the declara- 
tion that it is "primarily for rev- 
enue, with incidental 
protection," 


and this sudden conversion reflects 
ithe approach of campaign year. It 
reflects so much that it gives good 
cause for reflection, and that is ex- 
actly what the American people are 
doing today. The result of that re- 
flection will fiind Uncle Sam, in 1917, 
ready for the gong to sound which 
announces the beginning of the bat- 
tle royal for commercial supremacy 
that is scheduled to take place with 
the -cessation of war.

Bryan's Attack. 


(Cincinnati Enquirer.)

The attack of Bryan upon Presi- 


dent Wilson's address at the Man- 
hattan Club, New York, in which the 
President announced his policy of 
preparing for the country's defense 
emphasizes the differences 
in 
the 


opinions of the present and those 
of -the ex-leader of the Democratic 
party 


That such differences existed was 


demonstrated and acknowledged by 
the resignation of Mr. Bryan as 
Secretary of .State. 
To those fa- 


miliar with Mr. Bryan's persistent 
adherence to theories, original 
or 


adopted, his constancy in unsuccess- 
ful efforts to make conditions to fit 
his theories rather than to follow 
that course of practical and suc- 
cessful statesmanship which strives 
for the very best attainable results, 
this attack was not expected. 


The Mexican policy of the Ad- 


ministration, a policy that this coun- 
try and Mexico 'has suffered 
from 


since the very advent of the Admin- 
istration, and from which the Ad- 
ministration suffered at the elections 
of November, 1914, and 1915, can be 
properly termed Mr. Bryan's, and it 
is an example, not only of the ab- 
surdity of theories in face of condi- 
tions to which they do not apply, but 
of the serious and grave injuries 
:hat such impracticable and deplor- 
able official actions reflect upon the 
people subject to the results of the 
malpractice. 


Mr. Bryan's resignation as Secre- 


tary of State invoked no expression 
of regret from the American people, 
as the vast majority desired a radi- 
cal change from the failure of the 
Administration to protect American 
citizens upon the land and upon the 
sea. Whether they were or were 
not correct in the thought, they be- 
lieved that Mr. Bryan was so wed- 
ded to his theories of non-defense of 
these rights by force that continued 
humiliation would be the lot of the 
nation if he remained in that office. 


The President now has to bear 


the burden of Mr Bryan's failures in 
the State Department while at its 
head and of the attacks upon poli- 
cies which Mr. Bryan now finds 
fault with, but his two years of 
work in that department and the 
public estimate of that work have so 
weakened Mr. Bryan's hold upon the 
electorate of the country, reduced 
the public's valuation of him as a 
practical statesmen, that his recent 
declaration of hostility to the Presi- 
dent's policy of preparedness 
will 


iave but minor effect. 


At this time it is obvious that Mr. 


Bryan's record in the State Depara- 
ment is, and will be a source of 
weakness to the Administration, and 
it is equally obvious that Mr. Bryan, 
outside of the Cabinet, is so frank 
and outspoken an opponent, so keen 
•a critic and so ready to asail what 
lie deems to be its mistakes, errors 
and shortcomings that he cannot 
longer be useful to the Administra- 
tion in a political way, even if he 
desired to be. 


The Administration is now bound 


to make this'effort for preparedness 
for defense. The great majority qf 
the people are with the President in 
this policy, and they give it their 
full approval. 


As the leader of his part}' Presi- 


dent Wilson will undoubtedly by giv- 
en the party support, but Mr. Bry- 
an will be found equally as deter- 
mined to defeat the President's ef- 
forts, to, safeguard 
the 
country 


through enlarging the army and in- 
creasing the power of the navy. 


That "Mr. Bryan may be sineei'e in 


his theory- does not 'diminish i£s 
folly. That in opposing 
prepared- 


ness he is consistent with himself 
adds nothing to the soundness of his 
position and should not be\ accepted

Miss Nellie Seals of Indianapolis 


Alleged to Have Obtained Tools 


For Prisoners.

IS 
FRUSTRATED 


Just'as Advertised, Sheriff's Deputies 


Pounce on Men at 


Frankfort. 


Frankfort, Ind., Nov. 11.—Sheriff 


John D. Miller's jail delivery 
for 


which he and several armed guards 
liad been waiting patiently for two 
days and two nights, took place "as 
advertised" at 10:30 last 
night. 


When William Morris, leader of the 
plotters, including an alleged mur- 
derer, crawled through the fourteen- 
inch-tunnel in the steel and brick 
wall of the county jail, the sheriff's 
outside 
watchers, 
with 
weapons 


drawn, rushed upon 
him in true 


"movie" style. 
Officers in the jail 


lore down upon the inner end of the 
lole and caught four other prisoners 
awaiting their turns to escape. 


All of them admitted their part in 


he plot. Only one man in the jail, 
who was writing a letter in his cell, 
denied complicity. 


Sheriff Miller declares that 
the 


plot was the result of the love of 
Miss Nellie Seals, 18 years old, of 
[ndianapolis, for Charles Lawson, 
23 years old, of Lafayette, who is 
awaiting trial for the murder of 
Nightwatchman August Scallon fat 
Delphi. The girl is held as a witness 
in the case of her stepfather, Albert 
St. Claire, charged with forgery. 


She is said to have obtained the 


tools used by the jail-breakers when 
she went to Lafayette last Friday in 
ompany with an attorney to seek 
evidence in defense of her father. 
With money given her by the lawyer, 
D. D. Layman, for her dinner, she is 
supposed to have bought a saw and 
chisel. 
The girl denies any know- 


ledge of the plot. She'and her moth- 
er were locked upstairs in jail when 
[he break was made. 


The work of cutting through the 


steel plate and brick wall of the jail 
iiad been going on for three days. 
The prisoners cut around a patch 
placed on the plate after five pris- 
oners cut 
through it and escaped 


October 10, 1911. 


An improvised dictaphone con- 


necting the jail wall and a garage in 
which some of the waiting officers 
were hidden kept the sherirFirifonned 
of the progress of the work. 


The prisoners were in ignorance of 


the betrayal of their plans by two 
alleged horse thieves removed from 
!he jail a few days ago to be re- 
turned to Michigan. 


The hole is 16 inches square and 


fourteen inches long. A circular 
saw, a hack saw made from a case- 
knife, a chisel and several pieces of 
an iron bar, with which the work had 
teen done, were found in the jail 
when the plot was balked. 


. The men involved in the plot are 


William Morris, Laehean, Quebec, 
and Frank Collins, Cedar 
Rapids, 


la., charged with robbing a clover 
Leaf merchandising car; 
Charles 


Lawson, Lafayette, 
charged with 


murder, and Vance Lawson and Os- 
car Lawson, witnesses in the mur- 
der.

His failure to pay the costs within 
itiurty days results in adding a pen- 
alty of 25 per cent, to the costs. 
The*1 entire'amonnt is then placed on 
tnd-!a*x duplreate" and collected a» 
taxes, becoming a lien on the real 
estate on which the buildings stood.

FUNERAL SET FOR THURSDAY 


Knightstown, Ind., Nov. 11.—The 


funeral services of Dr. J. W. White, 
age eighty-two years, pioneer den- 
tist and one of the pioneer residents 
of this place, whose death occurred 
Tuesday, was held at the late resi- 
dence here this afternoon at two- 
thirty o'clock. Interment took place 
in the Knightstown cemetery. 


His death followed a serious ill- 


ness of one week from • intestinal 
trouble. He had been in poor health 
for some time, 
but for

Dr. White was born in Lebanon, 
0., June 27, 1833, the eldest son of 
Levi and Sarah White. He came to 
Knightstown while a young man and

jday. 


The robbery of the 
postoffice, 


which marked the advent of the au- 
tomobile as the vehicle for escape, 
resulted in three men securing about 
$5 in money, while that at Economy 
resulted in a negro securing about 
$2 in nickles and dimes from the 
Charles Atkinson grocery and meat 
market. 


Postal inspectors of Cincinnati 


and Indianapolis, who during the 
past year have "been called -to inves- 
tigate the two post office robberies 
at Boston, the two at Econmy, the 
•three at New Paris, and -the one at 
West Alexandria, were expected to 
arrive in Greensfork yesterday. They 
are hopeful of picking up some clue, 
which was overlooked by the towns- 
people, and which will result in the 
rounding up of the gang of robbers, 
who are thought to be residents of 
Dayton or Muncie. 


Townspeople of Greensfork were 


awakened about 1:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning by the report of an ex- 
plosion, but many thought nothing 
of it, thinking it the report of a 
blo\yout of an automobile tire.

The departure of -the robbers is

The 
theory is also held that' quo or more 
members of the gang also had a 
horse and buggy with which escape 
was made, as about the same time 
the automobile was heard, residents 
also say they heard a horse and a 
buggy driven rapidly on the road 
leading to the north.
